| If Canada ever becomes united with the 
United States it will be as a homogeneous part 
thereof. And about that nearly all Americans 
are in a very indifferent attitude of mind, a good 
many of us more or less opposed to it, and none 
of us predisposed to it excepting on the initia- 
tive of the Canadians themselves. It seems to 
us that if Canada has any misgivings about an- 
nexation to the United States, the people there 
should favor reciprocity. The only reason we 
can see for any political coalition between the 
two countries would be for industrial or com- 
mercial reasons. The Times opposed reci- 
procity because it did not think that would be 
a good thing for the American farmers, although 
it might be for American manufacturers. 

But the Americans are really annexing Can- 
ada in a very effective way, though not in a 
political one. Charles M. Hays, was lost 
on the Titanic, was an American, and to him 
largely Canada owes her great system of rail- 
roads known as the Grand Trunk.

Why Standard Oil Stock Advanced. 
HEN the United States government un- 
dertook the prosecution of the Stand- 
ard Oil Compahy under the Sherman Act and 
succeeded through the Supreme Court in forc- 
ing a disorganization of the greatest of all the 
alleged octopi, the stock of the company at once 
rose in price on the market. This puzzled the 
public generally, and was never explained until 
Frank B. Kellogg, special counsel for the gov- 
ernment, who conducted the case, took the peo- 
ple into his confidence and enlightened them. 
The Standard Oil Company as organized 
when the suit was brought was a close corpora- 
tion, and no real publicity of its affairs had ever 
reached the outer world. Even its stockholders 
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the company declared annual dividends of about 
40 per cent. on the par value of the stock. 
This sole bit of information regulated the mar- 
ket price of the stock. 

When the prosecution was brought and the 
government prosecutor got a glimpse at the 
books of the company he found that.the net 
earnings of the Standard Oil Company were 
about twice the amount distributed in dividends. 

The capital stock was about $100,000,000. 
This is what the dividends were paid upon. In 
1906 there was a heaped-up surplus of $261,061,- 
811. For the intervening six years this surplus 
has piled up at the rate of about $40,000, a 
year. Therefore the total assets of the com- 
pany, represented by about $100,000,000 of 
stock on the books of the company, showed as- 
sets of about $600,000,000. Mr. Kellogg says: 
“What the real value” (of the stock) “was 
yond the book value no one knows to this day.” 


r Borrowed From Japan. 
HE Department of Agriculture of the national 


government is calling attention to a new in- 
dustry in America, videlicet, the raising of bam- 
boo for commercial purposes. 

The attention of the department is called to this 
matter by reports from Florida, where experi- 
ments have been in progress for the last four 
years. These experiments have overcome the 
difficulty in shipping the bamboo plants in such a 
way as to insure their growth. 

is matter is not so new to us in California as 
to the people at the East, perhaps even including 
the Department of Agriculture. We are 80 
much nearer the Orient, and come into such near 
relations with the Japanese that we are all famil- 
iar with the importance of the bamboo industry 
as carried on in that country and in China. We 
are fully aware of the numerous uses to which 
the Japanese put the bamboo plant. We have 
seen the ease with which it lends itself to uses 
both practical and ornamental. We know its 
strength compared with its weight, and also of 
its enduring qualities. 

oth 459 it is put to uses not known yet in 
America. For example it is made to serve the 
purpose of water pipes in irrigation. Of course 
this is on a smaller scale than the gigantic affairs 
conducted under the Reclamation Service of the 
United States. 

There is no doubt that ingenious though the 


Japanese are, we would improve on their meth- 


od in many ways. As a protector for wires in 
conveying electricity there is no reason why the 
bamboo plant should not come into very general 


use. 
It has been tried in California and found to 
w rapidly in many places practically waste.

Saving at the Spigot. 
I N 1856, when the first Republican National 
Convention was held, the new’ statesmen 
of that day proclaimed aloud for internal im- 
provements, to be paid for out of the Federal 
treasury. They wanted harbors built, rivers 
dredged, embankments built to prevent floods, 
and proper housing for the Federal officials in 
the postoffices and courts all over the country. 
The Democratic convention of that year, 
which nominated James Buchanan for the’ Pres. 
idency, took a diametrically opposite view of 
affairs, and in effect held that the general gov- 
ernment had no right to use the taxes paid di- 
rectly or indirectly by the people, for such pur- 
poses—however desirable the improvements 


might be. 
is divergence of view has very generally 
characterized these two parties from that day to 


this. Four years later the breaking out of the 


Civil War taxed the Federal government beyond 
its reasonable strength to finance that gigantic 
four years’ conflict. Just as soon as the war 
was over and partial financial recuperation had 
taken place, the party in power took up the work 
proposed in 1856 and interrupted by the war. 
The party out of power frequently “viewed with 
alarm” the results of this policy, to which their 
political antagonists were wont with persistency 
to “point with pride.” 

A notable departure from the policy gener- 
ally pursued by the “party of Jefferson and Jack- 


son” was during Mr. Cleveland’s first term of 
office, when his Secretary of the Navy took up 
with ardor the building of the American navy. 
The Republican party has done none too much 
in the work of developing the harbors and riv- 
ers of the country, or in any line of real inter- 
nal development. On the contrary, that party 
has done too little. Congressmen of both par- 
ties have had too keen an eye, kept too wide 
open on some little affair in their own home 
town, and have been too blind to the great inter- 
ests of the country at large. Each one thought 
he was only drawing a little stream out of the 
golden reservoir in the treasury at the spigot, 
while he was plugging up the bung which would 
have let out sufficient for the improvement of 
some great water course. The trouble was that 
one spigot was not enough for all the little rills 
to flow out of, so each quasi-statesman bored a 
gimlet hole for himself until the great receptacle 
at Washington became like an old worm-eaten 
* all the golden treasure was gone. 
it came about that when a few months ago 
a great storm swept the whole interior valley of 
the United States drained by that great artery, 
the Mississippi, a population of nearly 10,000,- 
000 American people in towns and country along 
the lower region of the great stream found their 
lives and property in imminent danger of the 
angry flood which swirled over hundreds of 
miles around their homes. If the Federal gov- 
ernment had spent $1,000,000 a year for the last 
ten years along the Mississippi River, each dol- 
lar would probably have prevented the destruc- 


tion of $10 worth of property. 


A Great Nation. 

5 OUNTLESS ages of time passed—as we 

compute time—before the earth was pre- 
pared for the advent of man. The oldest civili- 
zation known is that of Egypt, and the pyramids 
are things of yesterday compared with the for- 
mation of the alluvial plains of the Euphrates, 
or the delta of the Mississippi, not to mention 
the Laurentian rocks. 

Man was the last work of the Creator, and so 
far as our senses can give evidence, he is poised 
upon the very pinnacle of creation. If there is 
a higher order of being than man such higher or- 
der is not discernible. “Science,” said Dr. Steb- 
bins, “unfolds the order of nature and reveals 
her methods and law, but man, hi fortunes, 
his deeds, his nature and his destiny, are the 
noblest objects of thought and study.” Man is 
superior to nature, in that he recognizes the law 
of nature and the law of his own being. He dis- 
covers truth, good and evil, and is haunted b 
the thought that not death, but increasing life is 
his goal. Progressive reason achieves new con- 
quests in every age, and can never rest until it is 
established upon the throne of the world, and 
the sublime affirmation is realized: “Thou hast 
put all things under his feet.” The mission of 
man was to progress, not merely in the under- 
standing of the material universe, but to ad- 
vance the moral and intellectual growth of his 
race. The American continent was the earliest 
in geologic time, and has been the latest in the 
development of mankind. 

The ancient Oriental civilizations flourished 
for tens of thousands of years before the great 
migrations which founded the Asiatic empires 
which, in turn, preceded Grecian culture and 
Roman conquest. With all the learning which 
preceded the advent of the Savior it was be- 
ieved that the earth was flat and that the sun 
revolved around it. The Ptolemaic system held 
scholars, philosophers, kings and priests in the 
thraldom of the senses, and it is but little more 
than four centuries. since Columbus had the 
courage and the enterprise to follow the round 
world to the shores of the western hemisphere. 

The America of today was European in its 
origin and its development. The mound build- 
ers left but faint traces of an early civilization 
on this continent. We draw our language, our 
laws, our inspirations and our aspirations from 
England. The Congress of the United States 
and the Parliament of England are both the off- 
spring of Magna Charta. Our revolutionary 
fathers were Englishmen who rebelled against 
the tyranny of George the Third, even as their 
ancestors had rebelled against the Stuarts, 
against the Norman kings, and against the 
princes of Cedric’s house. 

The doctrine of the political equality of man- 
hood, proclaimed by the fathers 135 years ago, 
has dominated the politics, the literature and 
the social life of America ever since and, through 
all changes of politics and parties, it has never 
been lost sight of or ceased to be a great if not 
a dominant factor in shaping parties, in con- 
trolling legislatures and in governing courts.

One batch of 
dough will make 1800 loaves. The ovens are great 
chambers walled with porcelain, each of which will 
bake 900 one-pound loaves at a time. Altogether they 
can make 25,000 loaves in one day, and from 20,000 to 
25,000 loaves are now being consumed every twenty- 
four hours. The employees of the bakery are both 
white and colored, with a white man at the head. 

Uncle Sam's laundry is another big feature of this 
mercantile establishment. It consists of several large 
halls which are filled with Jamaica negresses, wash- 
ing and ironing. The clothes are passed through five 
waters from cold to hot, while the machinery scours 
out the dirt. The wringing is done by centrifugal force 
in machines like those used for sugar-making, and the 
ironing has the aid of electricity. The latter work ‘s 
performed by negro girls who receive from 7 to 10 
cents an hour. Each has an electric iron fastened to a 
tube over her head, and she uses an ironing board cov- 
ered with white cotton which is so supported that it Is 
level with her waist. As to the white shirts, they 
pass through pressing machines, and the collars have 
special machines of their own. About 4,000,000 pieces 
are washed and ironed here every year, and the an- 
nual income of the institution is almost $100,000 

Nevertheless the prices are low. Linen coats cost 
11 cents each: collars, a cent and a half; drawers, 5 
cents, and cuffs, 3 cents per pair. The charge for 
washing a silk shirt is 10 cents; for a dress shirt, 10 
cents; a suit of pajamas, 10 cents, and for a union suit, 
only 8 cents. The family laundry work is also cheap. 
A bedspread costs 10 cents; a blanket, 20 cents, and a 
napkin, 1 cent. You can have a sheet washed and 
ironed for 3 cents and a towel for 1 cent. Connected 
with the establishment is a pressing department, where 
men’s coats, trousers and vests and ladies’ skiris and 
waists are cleaned and shaped at fixed prices. 


Uncle Sam's Retall Stores. 


What we have seen so far might be catied Uncle 
Sam's wholesale mercantile establishment. It is the 
warehouse and the factory and the central station from 
which all the goods are distributed. The work of sell- 
ing the merchandise is done largely in retail stores, 
and for this purpose the government has twenty-two 
branches, one at each canal tenter. They cover the 
principal settlements along the Canal Zone, and are 
found also at Porto Bello and Toro Point. In these 
stores goods are sold in exchange for coupons, which 
can be procured by employees from their time-keepers 
or from the officers of the government and Panama 
Railway on invoices. You can buy nothing in the 
stores except with coupons. A $20 gold piece would 
not buy a paper of pins, nor a $10 bill a lead pencil. 


be exactly paid for. The business is done after a 
accounting system. Cash registers are employed d 
the salesman makes out a sales slip for each purchase. 
The goods are taken to the stores on the cars from 
Cristobal, and there ts a special refrigerator train ev- 
ery morning which has eleven cars filled with meats, 
ice and perishable goods, and ten other cars loaded 
with other goods. This train starts at 4:30 every 
morning, and it is the one train which is always on 
time. 
In addition to the goods sold in the stores, there 
is a big mailorder business. Messengers go around 
every day to the homes of the employees and take 


their orders, receiving coupons therefor. These are 


sent into the central offices, and the goods are brought 
back the next day. All the bread is delivered at the 
houses, and it is so of the ice, meats and groceries. 
The wagons of the quartermaster come to the cold- 
storage train, and the housekeeper has her supplies 
even more regularly and more quickly than in the 
States. No charge is made for delivery. 


In the Cristobal Commissary. 


You may be interested in seeing one of the local 
stores. Take that here at Cristobal. It is situated on 
a corner in the heart of the town. It is about 100 feet 
front by 200 feet deep, covering all told almost half 
an acre. Entering, you find yourself in an establish- 
ment much like a department store. The room is filled 
with shelves and counters, divided up into departments, 
and each is devoted to one kind of goods. Here there 
is nothing but hardware, over there are glassware and 
china, and farther on are shelves filled with dry goods 

and notions. There is one department for cigars and 
tobacco, another for drugs, and a third for meats and 
groceries. The meat branch has a cold-storage room 
in which three or four butchers are kept busy cutting 
roasts, chops and steaks for the customers. Here 
everything is sanitary. The meat is wrapped up in the 
cold-storage chamber and handed out through a Slot. 

The stores are thoroughly organizéd. Each has its 
white manager and its white assistant storekeeper. 
_| The other clerks are mostly West Indians, because they 

are cheaper than whites, receiving only from $25 to $45 
per month. 

I would say that I have patronized these stores a 
great deal during my stay on the isthmus. Through 
the commissary I have been able to buy one of the 
books, and have made my purchases with the coupons. 
I find the prices much lower than those of the local 
Panama establishments, and in many cases they are 
as cheap and cheaper than at home. There is no ques 
“I tion as to the prices, for the government publishes a 
full price list every week or so, and one can tell just 
what anything and everything costs.

EVER before was the air in Ventura so melodious 

with bird songs as in the spring of 1912, or so 

vibrant with fluttering wings. The songs were 
those of our old favorites, the peerless mocker and the 
universal song sparrow, and also the now loved, now 
despised, house linnet of rose-red crown, breast and 
rump. But the fluttering wings were many of them 
strangers or rare guests among us.

Their heads, throats, and upper parts are cobalt-blue, 
and they have rust-brown breast-bands and grayish- 
white under-parts. They are a trifle smaller than lin- 
nets. They spent much time preening, and much they 
sat quietly as if their chief purpose was to be admired. 
When one sang, though the sound lacked variety and 
special sweetness, the whole little body seemed to 
vibrate with enthusiasm even to the tip of his tail.

To obtain all the land he wished the oil king bought 
up a village, tore it down and erected another on the 
site, for inside the high stone wall surrounding his 
new estate are about a hundred separate buildings, in- 
cluding no leas than seventy-five homes of men working 
upop the property.

But America’s greatest country estate is that which 
George W. Vanderbilt has developed in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains of North Carolina. It has been said that in 
order to lay out Biltmore according to his fancy he 
blasted away a mountain at a cost of $1,000,000, and, 
instead of utilizing the hundreds of tons of rock thus 
quarried, sent his engineers 1,000 miles away to get 
enough limestone to build upon this truncated peak a 
Norman castle such as he had seen in the valley of the 
Loire. 

He toured the world in search of the proper tapestries, 
rugs and draperies to adorn the interior. Masterpieces 
in ofl and marble were hauled up the hillside, and the 
best landscape engineer procurable was set to work 
shaping the environs of the estate to harmonize with 
the Norman architecture of the castle. Models of gar- 
den paradises surrounding the most picturesque cha- 
teaux of the Loire were first made and carefully studied. 
The Vanderbilt domain surrounding Biltmore com- 
prises 100,000 acres rolling over mountains covered by 
fifteen square miles of virgin forest and two square miles 
of cultivated field and pasture lands. Inside the grounds 
are twenty miles of macadam roads, along which are 
scattered cottages for 300 employees of the estate.

A Game Bird Farm. 

[Exchange:] Every one that is interested in 
the preservation of wild life in the country 
will be glad to know that the American Game 
Protective and Propagation Association is found- 
ing a farm for the breeding of wild ducks, quail, 
ruffied grouse, pheasants and other birds. The asso- 
ciation has leased about 6000 acres, about forty miles 
southeast of Boston. The land acquired has already 
been in use as a game preserve and there are many 
quail and grouse on it. 

“At one time,” says a bulletin issued by the associa- 
tion,” the ponds in this section afforded some of the 
best duck and grouse shooting in New England. They 
lie directly in the line of flight of these migrants, 
which, since restrictions have been placed on shooting 
them, have been alighting there in increasing numbers, 
on their northward and southward journeys. Many wild 
fowl breed there, and the association plans to increase 
the number by affording them unusual advantages in 
the way of food. : 

“The breeding of wild ducks will be the initial work in 
propagation. A supply of black, mallard and wood 
ducks will be purchased immediately. Corn will be dis- 
tributed in the shallow water around the edges of the 
ponds, so that the flocks brought down by the propa- 
gated ducks will be encouraged to nest there. The 
eggs laid by the tame flock will be hatehed under hens. 
This method of progagation has been successfully 
carried on many times, and as black ducks and mallards 
are great layers it is estimated that thousands can be 
raised this year. 

“The reasons for so many failures in attempting to 
propagate our native birds have been various, but it is 
not at all strange that we should fail in this country 
at the beginning. People point to the fact that in Eng- 
land, Scotland and on the continent thousands of native 
birds are raised annually, but they do not stop to con- 
sider that they are raised by gamekeepets, father and 
son having been engaged in this occupation for genera- 
tions, They have learned the secrets of the trade, while 
er we have given little thought to the

an expert gamekeeper from Scotland to take charge of 
rearing upland birds. The foreign gamekeepers in this 
country have been very generally successful. Un-

TRIP over the State during the past two weeks

As a re- 
sult prices for hen fruit have been a trifle below nor- 
mal, with a strong tendency to cold storage for future 
higher prices. At the present writing (June 12) Chicago 
quotations are about 17 cents, San Francisce 21 cents, 
and Los Angeles 23 cents. By next month the eastern 
quotations will undoubtedly be advanced, and in conse- 
quence we may anticipate a corresponding advance in 
Pacific Coast markets, when the old storage egg will un-

has had a tendeny to lessen demand. 

Fanciers and breeders also report light sales for 
choice breeding and exhibition specimens, but this need 
cause no serious alarm. Most poultrymen are usually 
busy with breeding and caretaking operations at this 
season of the year, and hence are not pushing sales. 
With the advent of the coming show season, we look 
for a revival of activities in this direction, and predict a 
good season’s business. 

Broadly speaking, there is a general advance in the 
poultry industry throughout the State. At no period 
in its history have there been so many people gaining 
a living from poultry culture as at present. And though 
it, like all other enterprises, has its periods of de- 
pressions, there is no product of the farm that finds so 
ready a market as the really fresh egg. Outside of poul- 
try centers like Petaluma, Livermore, Hanford, etc., the 
want of careful packing and grading is still in evidence 
—conditions that can be easily remedied, and hence 
should ud be tolerated at all. Hen fruit of uneven size, 
of diverse color of shell and varying ages—even if only 
a few days—will never bring the best prices. Nowhere 
in an intensive agricultural practice has cleanliness a 
greater value than in the growing of poultry and in 
the handling of the product. 


The Toothsome Squab. 
In afl cities of any tmportance at all, there is always 


a demand for good squabs, varying in volume according 
to the tastes and cravings of individual populations. As 


sorbent of some sort or covering over the old nest. 
Should the nest boxes become foul they should be 
cleaned and painted with some good lice paint or disin- 
fectant. Thoroughly rinse the drinking dish twice each 
day at time of watering and keep the wet sink clean. 
The water dish should be scalded at least once a week. 

“T believe in supplying the bath at all times, for in 
my opinion there is less risk than when it is supplied 
at intervals. My experience has been with pigeons 
where the temperature went down below zero, and the 
only reason that they could not bathe at all times 
was that the water froze over within a short time 
after it was supplied. The bath is the principal way 
the birds have of ridding themselves of vermin. 

During the molting and when the birds had better 
be taking a rest from breeding the pens and house in 
general should be thoroughly cleaned and whitewashed, 
using a little carbolic acid in the whitewash as a disin- 
fectant. If the nest cabinets are movable, and they 
should be, every part of the room can be given a coat of 
whitewash and made like new. Discard any old nest 
boxes and replace them with new ones. The cost of 
boxes should not exceed 4 to 6 cents, and those that 
can not be readily cleaned had better be replaced by 
new ones. Lay in a good supply of sand early in the 
season and sun dry before storing for winter. Sand,

Cement Walk For Advertising. 

[Popular Mechanics:] Wishing to extend a cement 
sidewalk a distance of three or four blocks to the new 
fair ground, and having no fund for the purpose, the 
town of Hope, Arkansas, constructed the extension by 
selling each outlined block of it as advertising space. 
A plat was made of the walk, showing it divided into 
numbered squares. A few of the squares were re- 
tained, on which to place a short history of the town, 
giving names of prominent men, various industries, 
population at different dates, and the names of county 
and town officers at the time, and the remainder were 
sold for advertising. 
In most cases the advertising was done by forming 
the letters in the top coat before the final set, but a few 
of the advertisers furnished aluminum letters and nu- 
merals, about 3 inches high. Although the sidewalk 
has now been laid for some time, the outlines of the 
letters are said to be as when first made. 


Origin of the Alphabet. 


York Sun:] In a lecture at the Royal Institute 


people of yesterday compared with those who wrote the 
signs that are the origin of all alphabets.” 

It was to pottery, said the professur, that Egypt- 
ologists and others were indebted for these signs, and 
their development was worked out on these lines. 
Flatnose made a pot and put a mark on it to show 
that it was his. In time, because it was his mark, 
the sign stood for Flatnose himself, and then the sign 
became attached to a sound irrespective of the thing it- 
self. Gradually the wearing down went on until the 
sign stood, not for a sound, but a syllable, and then 
for a letter. 

The signs, of course, were not an alphabet; that did 
not arrive until perhaps 1000 B. C., whereas signs were 
found in early prehistoric Egypt, probably 7000 B. C. 
Proofs of this common origin were plentiful, for the 
signs spread by trade far north and south, and appeared 
similarly in Runic, Iberian and Karian, and yet were 
unknown ip Phoenician. — 


A Modern Light-Ship.
